London Hints 
Early Effort To 


Invade Europe 


— 


Continues Day and Night 
Air Sweep Over 
Germans. 


LONDON, July 3.—(#4)—Brit- 
ain's day and night offensive air 
sweep France and western 
Germany, now three weeks o!d, 
brought an open hint tonight that 
it overture to an at- 
tempt to seize a continental foni- 
hold by invasion before August 1. 

The magazine Aeroplane, whicn 
is Britain’s leading nonofficial au- 
thority on military aviation, sug- 
gested: “Before this month Is out, 
there may be developments whicn 
would cause Germany more 
doubts and hearten all people over 
whose lands the struggle must ve 
renewed,” 

At about the same time Reutei’s 
News Agency distributed a dis- 
patch, credited to independent 
French sources, which said that 
half the German forces of occu- 
pation had been withdrawn from 
France. 

In two broad sweeps today ihe 
RAF attacked northern France 
during the davlight hours. Bomb- 
ers. with heavy fighter protection, 
attacked the railways in_ the 
Hazerbrouck - Saint Omer area. 
One British bomber and _ seven 
fighters were acknowledged lost, 
but the RAF said 11 German 
planes were shot down. (The Ger- 
mans put the score at 11 British 
planes shot down, two German 
planes missing.) 

While these raiders flew across 
the channe! throughout the day in 
a sky almost cloudless, the RAF 
disclosed that Pilot Officer Wil- 
liam Isaac Hall, of the American 
Fagle Squadron, was missing from 
Wednesday's forays, in which the 
squadron bagged three German 
planes. Hall, 25, was a native of 
Springfield, Vt. 

During the day communiques 
disclosed the main targets of Wed- 
nesday night's methodical raiding 
as Cologne, Bremen and Duisberg.

While European generals plot- 
ted the movement of great armies, 
25 chess masters sat huddled qui- 
etly over three long tables in the 
Pompelian room of the Biltmoze 
hotel yesterday and plotted moves 
for the crown of the 20th annual 
Southern Open chess tournament. 

adherents to one of the world’s 
oldest and most complicated 
games, the 24 men and a lone 
woman came here earlier in the 
week from six states. Not until 
Sunday afternoon, following 48 
hours of play, will the results of 
their competition be announced. 

Because there are more than 
1,000,000,000 possible combina- 
tions for completing a= single 
chess game after the opening eight 
moves, 
was one of silent and intense con- 
centration. 

Even. time-clocks, that deter- 
mine whether or not a player has 
kept within _the 40-moves-per- 
two-hours limit, are of a silent, 
electric make. Timepieces became 
regulation at chess tournaments 
after 1853, when one master sat 
14 hours contemplating a move— 
and then made the wrong one, 
losing the game. 

Defending champion this vear is 
W. N. Woodbury, of Birmingham, 
Ala. Last year he won out over 
nine opponents by a one-half- 
point margin. The only woman 
player is Mrs. J. G. Harrison, wife 
of a minister and a 15-year vet- 
eran of the tournament. 

Also competing are R. UL. 
Chauvenet, 2l-year-old Hunga- 
rian mute, who once played on the 
Harvard University team, and 
Jack Palmer, who arranged his 
military furlough from the Medi- 
cal Corps at Fort Story, Va., to 
play in the event. 

The players sit 
each other along the long tables, 
marked with chess boards. <A 
clock is beside each contestant, 
and each player records the moves 
he makes and the counter moves 
of his opponent on a small pad. 
These records are later published 
for study by other chess enthu- 
Slasts.

Senator Wheeler, Demo- 
crat, Montana, said that he would 
fight against any legislation to lift 
the limitations on the movements 
of troops.

This 
country, he said, is “‘:ot at war 
and we have no right to take 
American boys to transport them 
into foreign, lands in time of peace 
to participate in foreign wars in 
which we have no part.”

The original maximum service 
of one year is now nearly com- 
pleted for many, he continued.

The new experimental division, 
described as a “radical” cross be- 
tween the Army’s” existing ar- 
mored and triangular divisions, is 
being created by recasting the 
present motorized Fourth- Division 
at Fort Benning, Georgia. 

Increasing its fire power by ap- 
proximately half is expected to 
make the new unit possibly the 
hardest hitting in any Army aside 
from fully mechanized armored 
divisions. 

In addition to 75-millimeter 
| howitzers on self-propelled, track- 
Jaying mounts—the counterpart 
of mobile tank destroyers impro- 
vised by the German army—the 
new division is to have 106 me- 
dium and light tanks of its own, 
and 36 versatile bantam cars. 

Conventional antitank guns are 
to be substantially increased in 
number. 

In manpower the new division 
was ordered trimmed from 15.500 
to 14,000 troops, but the present 
force of 600 officers will be re- 
tained. 

“All the potentialities of the 
new outfit—mobility, punch, fire 
power, antiaircraft and antitank 
defenses—will be explored to the 
utmost,” the War Department

A purchaser of a 
$100 note, for example, will get an 
extra tax credit of 16 cents for 
each month between the time the 
note is bought and the time it is 
turned in for taxes. The other 
type, for large taxpayers, \ ill be 
in $100, $500, $1,000, $10,000 and 
$100,000 units. On these, the 
Treasury will pay four cents per 
hundred dollars per month. 

Purchasers will be allowed. as 
usual, to pay their annual income 
taxes in four quarterly install- 
ments, holding the tax notes, if 
they desire, for any one of the 
installments and continuing to re- 
ceive interest.

TULSA, Okla., July 3—(P)—

Have the motor “tuned” often, } 
at least every 5,000 miles. An im- 
proper gasoline mixture alone can 
cause a 10 per cent waste. Set | 
the spark two degrees below the | 
motor’s faint knocking point. 
There is an extremely slight 
power loss, but a gallon of gaso- 
line stretches a mile farther. 

Clean anc adjust spark plugs) 
frequently. One fleet owner 
found that cleaning and adjusting 
them every 1,000 miles cut his 
fuel bill 10 per cent. 

Avoid “jack rabbit” starts and 
“racing pickups” in second gear. 
The engine can’t burn all the 
gasoline it’s getting. Conversely, 
rushing madly up to _ stoplines, 
then slamming on the brakes also 
wastes gasoline. 

Watch tire pressures. A low tire 
offers more resistance to pulling. 
Properly inflated tires also wear 
longer. 

Park in the shade. Gasoline va- 
porizes easily and a= surprising 
amount of gasoline will evaporate 
through the tiny air hole of the 
gas tank cap 1° hot weather. 

Keep the battery well charged 
for quick starts. The fuel pump 
is pumping gasoline away during 
those slow, grinding starts before 
the engine fires. Avoid unneces- 
sary choking. . 

Clean the air filter often. When 
it’s dirty and clogged the carbu- 
retor may not get enough air, the 
gasoline mixture gets too rich and 
mileage falls. 

Finally, drive at moderate 
speeds. It takes a third. more gas- 
oline to go a mile at 60 miles an 
hour than at 40. 

Ralph K. Davies, deputy defense 

petroleum co-ordinator, estimated 
that 250,000,000 gallons of gasoline, 
could be saved each month in the 
east by proper adjustment and 
driving of automobiles.

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Is This Reasonable? 


The house of representatives at Washing- 
tonton has passed what is known as the Rankin 
bill. This bill provides for pensions for de- 
pendant widows, children and parents of all 
deceased World War veterans who served as 
much as 90 days in the United States armed 
forces, during that war. 

There seems to be no moral justification 
for this bill. Upon examination it assumes 
the apparent characteristics of an attempted 
raid upon the treasury for a special group to 
which the nation owes no particular debt. 

It must be remembered that there is no 
need for such enactment for the care of dis- 
abled veterans and their dependants, nor, for 
the widows and children and dependent par- 
ents of the war dead. Existing laws already 
provide for these. 

The bill is simply to give pensions, provide 
public support, for the families of men who 
served in the World War but who suffered no 
disability. 

As pointed out by Ernest Angell, chairman 
of the National Economy League, under this 
bill, pensions would be paid to individuals who 
had nothing whatever to do with the war, 
who suffered no physical or financial handi- 
cap of the war. “Suppose,” says Angell, “that 
a man who served 90 days in training camp or 
on a college campus, 5,000 miles away from 
the fighting, marries, in 1937, a girl who was 
not even born at the time of the Armistice. In 
1960 a child is born to this couple and if béfore 
the age of 18 that child becomes incapable of 
self-support, a pension will be paid him until 
his death, which may not occur until 2050, or 
132 years after the war ended.” 

No one believes that the government has 
to disabled war 


been delinquent in its duty 
veterans and their dependents, or to the de- 
pendents of those who died as a result of war 
disabilities. And no one, for an instant, dis- 
approves anything done for these. 

But that this government should assume 
the obligation of supporting every man who 
was called to service, even though he never 
was endangered, even though 90 days of train- 
ing did him and should likewise 
undertake to support his dependent family 
even for a century and half, is beyond reason. 

Yet this is, apparently, exactly what the 
Rankin bill provides. At this time, when the 
nation needs every penny of its resources for 
defense against the worst threat it has known 
in all history, it is to be hoped the senate will 


block passage of such a bill as this.

“Painless” Extraction of Taxes 

A survey recently made by Collier’s Weekly, 
in 47 states, on the question of that form of 
taxation prefered by the people, reveals some 
rather surprising data. 

In the first place, 80 per cent of 10,000 fami- 
lies interviewed stated they prefered the so- 
called “painless” taxes to a direct income tax. 
Principal among the taxes favored were a sales 
tax on current purchases and regular deduc- 
tions from wages. Sixty per cent voted for 
the former, 22 per cent for the latter and only 
13 per cent for the income tax. Five per cent 
had various special taxation ideas of their own, 
of various types. 

More than 80 per cent want to pay for the 
national defense program on a “pay-as-you-go” 
basis. 

One of the surprises in the survey is that 
the average American, of any class, shows no 
tendency to push the burden onto the other 
fellow. All want to bear their fair share of the 
cost, or even more. 

This is demonstrated in that, while it would 
seem logical for a wealthy’ family, which would 
be harder hit by an income tax, to prefer a 
sales tax which would take from all, rich and 
‘poor, in approximately equal ratio, this class 
of families votes for the income tax is over- 
whelming proportion. On the other hand, the

poorer families vote against the income tax 
and favor deductions from wages. 

Another thing developed by the survey is 
the national unity on this point. In all states 
the majority opinion is about the same. Texas, 
Maine, Oregon and Georgia apparently think 
alike on the best ways to raise the money 
needed for national defense.

The Legion Prepares 

Out of a little booklet prepared by the Brit- 
ish government in 1938 grew the Air Raid 
Warden Service, the Aircraft Warning. Service 
and the Home Guard of England. These stood 
their ground. This booklet told the people of 
England—the little people of that country— 
how they might serve. It is these little people 
who weigh the scales of destiny. It is in 
crises they become the big people of any land. 

There is no need to recount again the story 
of these Britons who have served their country 
steadfastly under the unleashed hell of Hitler. 
It can only be hoped this ultimate tragedy will 
not be visited upon the people of this country. 
There is a possibility, which now seems some- 
what remote, as it did to these Englishmen, 
these Scots, these Welsh, these North Irishmen, 
that it will happen here. 

The American Legion, which is serving again 
today as it served before, is far-seeing enough 
to recognize the possibility it might happen. 
It is issuing a series of booklets {In which it 
details the services required of a _ people 
facing the various calamities of war. The 
first booklet explains the general civilian de- 
fense procedure. The second deals with the 
aircraft warning system. The third will out- 
line the duties of air raid wardens and the 
fourth the operation of air raid control centers, 
first aid, rescue parties, fire and police aid and 
demolitions and repair services. Protection for 
homes and factories under air and gas attack 
will complete the series of seven booklets, each 
designed as a working manual for these defense 
units. 

These booklets have been prepared by the 
Legion after an examination of government 
publications, reports of the Legion executives 
who studied England’s organizations involved 
in the same type of work, and the experience 
of the Legion drawn from the many phases of 
its history. They are competently~done, and 
furnish the background from which civilian 
defense organizations may work. 

There is one word of caution which properly 
may be advanced to the American Legion. 
That is, the Legion will be doing its organiza- 
tion and the country a disservice if it lays too 
much emphasis upon the idea that members 
of the Legion alone should be burdened with 
the manifold duties devolving upon civilian 
defense organizations. 

No person will doubt their loyalty or desire 
for service. Yet the Legion must recognize 
there are many in the nation whose age barred 
their service in the first World War and this 
second World War and that these persons also 
will be capable and desirious of serving. Their 
physical condition and response ‘to military 
discipline will permit of their serviee and the 
Legion must recognize their will to do. 

It would be a mistake for the Legion to even 
intimate their work would not be welcome. 
Civilian defense is a complex job and every 
American should serve in a capacity in which 
he is best suited. The Legion should recognize 
and encourage the service of every American. 

The American Legion is to be congratulated 
upon the careful preparation of the booklets 
now being issued. They will prove invaluable 
in the days to come. The Legion once again 
is proving that its members will always answer 
the highest call of country.

Georgia Editors Say: 


FREE PRESS RULING 
(From The Valdosta Daily Times) 

The guaranty of freedom of the press was 
written into colonial constitutions and into the 
Bill of Rights amendments to the United States 
constitution as a declaration of rights won after 
a long struggle between government and people. 
The struggle did not end, however, with the in- 
clusion of the guaranty in the constitution. It has 
gone:'on with little abatement. 

The latest of these clashes of press and offi- 
cials developed last year in Missouri. A judge 
dismissed an extortion charge against a state 
representative. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch de- 
nounced the ruling as unsupported by the evi- 
dence and dictated by partisan considerations. 
The judge held that the comment was in contempt 
of court, fined the corporation that owns the 
newspaper $2,000, fined the writer of the editorial 
$206 and sentenced him to 20 days in jail, and 
fined the artist who drew a cartoon of similar 
critical import $100 and sentenced him to jail 
for 10 days. 

On appeal, the Missouri Supreme Court dis- 
missed the citations on the ground that the criti- 
cism was not comment upon matter then pending 
before the court. The trial court’s view that it 
could suppress comment on a completed action is, 
of course, offensive to the cardinal democratic 
necessity of freedom of expression. The freedom 
of the press, and the very integrity of the nation’s 
institutions would be gone if the courts could wrap 
themselves in a mantle of security against adverse 
comment when a case is no longer pending.

WASHINGTON PARADE

NOTHING UNUSUAL WASHINGTON, July 3.—Contrary to 


the excited charges of senate isola- 
tionists, no unusual situation is created by the most recent utter- 
ance of Secretary of the Navy Knox, urging that the American Nevy 
be used to clear the Atlantic of hostile submarines, while President 
Roosevelt, as commander-in-chief of the nation’s armed forces, re- 
mains silent on the subject. 

The Knox statement is not to be taken either as an expression 
of the President’s views or as the forerunner of similar action by 
the government later. Neither is it to be regarded as a trial balloon 
for national policy yet to be formulated. 

For some months now Mr. Roosevelt has adopted the policy of 
giving cabinet officers and others high in the government a free 
hand in discussing major questions arising under the war emer- 
gency. There are reasons to believe that at least in some cases 
he has actually encouraged such discussions, feeling that they have 
certain beneficial results in keeping the public alive to the possi- 
bilities of our situation. 

But there is no more reason to assume that the latest Knox 
declaration reflected the President’s attitude on this vital question 
of intervention than earlier and equally positive statements by two 
of his cabinet officers in favor of convoys and neutrality act re- 
peal. In both cases predictions by the isolationists that the cabinet 
declarations would be followed by presidential action ordering con- 
voys proved false. 


ROOSEVELT IS CAUTIOUS Mr. Roosevelt may or may not 

agree in part or all the way 
with some of the drastic war measures being urged upon the country 
in the interest of national security. His is the responsibility for 
guiding the nation in steps best suited to our national interest. 
Neither his isolationist critics nor his interventionist porvorters 
have this responsibility. The natural result is for him to¥move with 
more caution. 

But he does not object to members of his official family project- 
ing a course of action that may be beyond immediate contempla- 
tion. To some of his close advisers he has confided the belief that 
public interest is best served by a wholesome discussion of such 
questions. It prepares the public for eventualities that may come; 
enables the public to make a sound decision if the necessity arises. 

More important, it is a necessary offset to the blind assertions 
too often made by leading isolationists who would have the country 
believe that our national security or national interests are not in 
the least involved in European events, | 


LINDBERGH SOPHISTRY Take the recent speech of Colonel 

Charles Lindbergh, for example. 
He offers the thesis that our interests would be better served by a 
security pact with Germany than by aiding the Russians. He seeks 
to confuse the public by saying the war itself is becoming more 
confusing, putting forth this sort of simple proposition: 

“Winter before last, when Russia was fighting Finland, the 
interventionists demanded that we send all possible aid to Finland. 
Now, when Russia is fighting Finland again, they demand that we 
send all possible aid to Russia.” 

What Lindbergh ignores, of course, is that as a matter of national 
security we are not concerned with Finland or Russia except in 
their relation to threats of Axis world domination. Our original 
sympathy with Finland was on,moral grounds; our reasons for wish- 
ing to aid Russia now grow out of military strategical considerations. 

If the pacifist philosophy of Colonel Lindbergh and other of the 
more rabid isolationists were permitted to go unanswered, the 
country would be ill-prepared to go along with any great decision 
the President may be called upon to make as commander-in-chiet of 
the nation’s armed forces. : 

Consequently, Mr. Roosevelt must feel that it is sound public 
policy under the circumstances to give his cabinet officers a free 
hand in discussing the other extreme of war policy. There is less 
likelihood of the public being taken in by a program sponsored by 
pacifists, 


PUTS NAZIS ON NOTICE Still another useful purpose may 

be served in statements such as 
that of the Navy Department head. Coming from the chief of our 
naval forces, it tends to put the Germans on notice of what public 
sentiment in the United States may demand in the way of actual 
war measures if their submarines or raiders become more active in 
the Atlantic. 

The same statement made by a private citizen, no matter who, 
would have been meaningless. Advanced by the secretary of the 
navy, it carries implications of war action which must be heeded by 
Hitler if he is to be credited with any desire to keep us out of the 
conflict. It has the possibilities of preventing another Robin Moor 
sinking incident. 

In the meantime, it also offers sound food for thought in con- 
sidering whether, in fact, it might not be best for our interest, In 
the long run, for us to seize the opportunity now, while Germany 
is engaged with Russia, to throw the full force of our naval and 
air strength on the side of Britain to aid her in winning the Battle 
of the Atlantic. Conceivably we may have to do it later anyway.

THE GRAND AND GLORIOUS I guess I was about eight 


years old. I know I could 
just manage to hold up the long rifle. This was on a farm not 
far out of a little mining town in Tennessee called Soddy. We had 
got down the long rifle which once was a flint-lock, but which 
now had the lock and the nipple for the percussion cap. We took 
down the old saddle bags, which smelled as musty old leather 
always smells.

It was a Fourth of July. 

Neither of us said anything about it. But out in the woods with 
the long rifle and the powder horn ard the bullet mould we 
imagined ourselves frontiersmen fighting for freedom against the 
English. 

I hated the English then. I hated the English and the Indians. 
I could imagine red coats slipping through the bushes and Indians 
peering from behind the trunks of trees. We tried to walk silently, 
wondering what the Indians did about twigs that snapped and briars 
that caught at one’s feet. 

That was the first I remember feeling any surge of feeling about 
my country. I guess I am a professional American. I can get 
choked up reading about Abe Lincoln’s war years. I had to fight 
back tears when I first stood before the tomb of Thomas Jefferson. 
I know had I lived in Andrew Jackson’s time I would have been 
his fanatical supporter. The feeling of opposition to Alexander 
Hamilton is as strong within me, I think, as if he were alive. Lee, 
Jackson, Pelham, Jeb Stuart, even Grant, are heroes to me. Visit- 
ing the Alamo makes my scalp tingle. I guess I am a professional 
American. 

“OF THE PEOPLE—” Today is the Fourth of July. It is the 

day on which, long, hard years ago, 
brave men declared the brawling, jealous colonies to be independ- 
ent and the people free. 

Some things change. It is well they do. I never have much 
patience with those who long for the good old days. They weren't 
sO good. They weren’t as good as the days we have. One thing 
hasn’t changed. And won’t. That is the stubborn American spirit. 

The dark days of the depression saw us growing. There was a 
lot about the relief business we didn’t like. maybe. But we never 
saw, clearly enough, that when they gave work to men that hadn’t 
any, they did good jobs and built good bridges, good dams. good 
roads, good culverts, good school houses. The American strength 
of hands and heart wasn’t lost. 
We never realized that the times, the Lord, Fate or Destiny—call 
it what you will—gave us Franklin D. Roosevelt, a man in whom 
a majority of the people could believe and trust. You don’t think 
so?

We were in a bad time. There were other peoples in other 
countries who had not much worse, if any. What did they do?

So, a man took them over. The Germans couldn't take it. They 
allowed a little man with a Charlie Chaplin mustache to take them 
over.

If the radio and the public prints should warn us against a new 
poison gas, invisible, odorless and tasteless, that stupefies victims 
and makes them helpless, all mankind would be terrified. Yet this 
new science is like such a gas, for it affects the minds of victims 
without their Knowledge and herds them as easily as though they 
were hypnotized,

But the ultra violet rays which 
cause you to tan also give you a 
burn. They're tricky. You can't 
see them and you can't always feel 
the effect until after you have 


been over-exposed. 


If this is your first venture in 
the summer sun, don’t try to prove 
that you can take it or set out to 
acquire a rich mahogany coating 
all in the same day. You would 
be wise to limit yourself to one 
hour in the early morning sun 
and to camp under an umbrella 
for the rest of the day. Along 
about 4:30 o'clock in the afternoon, 
you might get away with another 
short session. 

As a rule, the tender skin should 
avoid direct sun between the hours 
of 11 a. m. and 3 p. m. During

Clouds and haze are not the pro- 
tection you’d expect them to be. 
To some extent, they lessen the 
ultra violet rays, but you can't 
gauge how’ much.

Then if 
you ride home in an open car and 
let the breeze blow on you, 
you're liable to get chilled. This 
further taxes organs already overe- 
worked to cope with the burn. 

If you do get sunburned, drink 
plenty of water and fruit juices. 
Don't gulp down quantities of ice 
water while you are warm. Hava 
the water cool and sip it slowly 
to avoid indigestion.
